Sines Ready { for Carnations 


Cleaning out and refilling benches and beds, with the 
accompanying hard labor, fortunately do not come un- 
der the heading of every-day work. It does not pay to 
put off the start until the last minute. There is sure to 
be some repairing of beds or benches needed, and usually 
we find more than we expected. Clean up thoroughly 
under the benches, in the walks, in fact from end to end. 
If the house is entirely empty it is a good plan to fumi- 
gate it thoroughly with sulphur before replanting, but 
be sure there are no plants in the house which you 
This is perhaps-the strongest point in 
You can fumigate one house 
without doing the same to the whole place. When re- 
filling the beds put a layer of half-rotted cow manure 
on the bottom about one inch thick. Some growers ob- 
ject to this, but we have always found it a good prac- 
tice. On top of this fill in the soil. Level the soil as 


you fili the beds and see that the beds are well filled 
along the edge. If leveled, the soil dries out better over 
the whole bed and can be watered evenly when wanted 
for planting.

Greenhouse Building 


Whenever the demand for any commodity exceeds the 
supply thereof, it naturally follows that producers will 
strive to equalize conditions by providing additional 
facilities to bring forth a more ample output in the 
future. Now is the time to get building figures and 
estimates from the different gre enhouse construction 
firms advertised in Horticunrure. To build new 
greenhouses nowadays is not at all a laborious under- 
taking. The greatest part of the most particular work 
is done by the mill. It is easily and quickly framed 
and set up. It is real fun to build a new greenhouse, 
and a delight to conduct gardening operations in a new, 
well-planned house. My advice is to build large enough, 
while you are at it; to build plain and simple but ‘sub- 
stantial ; to avoid all frills and unnecessary ornamenta- 
tion ; to have your plans well and thoroughly thought out 
in every detail before you order the material and to let 
this be of the best and most durable that can be had. 

Miltonia vexillaria 

When this summer-flowering orchid is through flower- 
ing the plants should have any necessary repotting done. 
They do well in pans or pots, which should be half-filled 
with broken crocks and lumpy charcoal. A good com- 
post is osmunda fern fiber mixed with a little live sphag- 
num. Place them in as cool a house as you may have; 
there is no better place for them than a north house. 
After repotting you will need to use extreme caution in 
watering at the roots; only just keep the plants moder-

ately damp until they have formed plenty of new roots. 
Where you can, use blinds or lath shadings that can be 
removed when the powerful sun has gone. These or- 
chids like plenty of ventilation both day and night up to 
the fall. Keep them well syringed overhead during all 
bright weather. Miltonias are very partial to thrips so 
to keep the plants absolutely clean they should be 
sponged or dipped with fir tree oil or Aphine about 
every two weeks. 


Pansies for Next Winter 


There is quite a good demand for pansy flowers dur- 
ing the winter months. To have nice large plants by 
next fall, it is not a bit too early to sow some of the best 
varieties now. Sow broadcast in a cold frame where the 
soil has been worked and raked until it is fine and mel- 
low. Sow not too thickly, cover with fine soil and press 
firmly: all over with a board, then water gently with a 
fine rose. Keep shaded until they begin to come up. 
Pansies will grow and do much better when planted 
early if kept shaded with cheese cloth until the over- 
drying and powerful mid-day sunshine passes, when it 
can be taken off. When the seedlings have made enough 
growth so they can be nicely handled they can be trans- 
planted into other frames. The soil should be made 
rich and quite a bit of leaf mold mixed in. They can be 
planted from 6 to 8 inches apart each way and with 
timely waterings and attention they will make large 
clumps by October. 


Young Ferns for Dishes 


Young ferns that are of good size and are in flats can 
now be potted into 2-inch pots and will make fine stock 
by October. Give a liberal and rich compost, say three 
parts of fibrous soil, one part each of leaf mold and well 
decayed cow manure and enough of sand to make it 
porous. To keep them from drying out the pots should 
be plunged to the rims in a couple of inches of fine coal 
ashes or sand spread on the benches. Give only enough 
shade to break the direct rays of the sun. Give plenty 
of ventilation to keep the atmosphere as cool and moist 
as possible. Look over your plants morning and after- 
noon so they will not become dry at the roots. To en- 
courage a good stocky growth they should have an occa- 
sional spreading out as the plants begin to crowd one 
another. 


Sowing Late Annuals 


Now is a good time to make a sowing of annuals which 
will flower during the early fall. Of course there is some 
risk but it pays sometimes where we do not have an 
early frost. Make a sowing of all such annuals as candy- 
tuft, clarkias, coreopsis, calendulas, Shirley poppies, 
larkspurs, lupines, ete. Sow where they have water 
handy so they can be kept moist during their growing 
period. With good cultivation and plenty of water it is 
surprising what rapid growth they will make.

Layering Setlists 

In some localities this work will have been on hand 
for some little time yet there are others who will only 
just be ready to proceed, such is the territory covered by 
Horricutture. Before commencing the job let your 
mind travel back to last January and the three succeed- 
ing months; study up the growth and crops produced 
from the forcing strawberries; were there any trials 
made? If so, did any one surpass the standard variety 
that has occupied the forcing house or shelves as the 
case may be for the past few seasons? If so, increase 
the number to be grown this season. Also if any new 
varieties have come into prominence during the past sea- 
son give a few of them a try-out in the pots this time. 
At the time of layering, a complete list should be made 
up of the varieties to be grown and the requisite num- 
ber, which makes the job so much easier for the one 
who is doing it. Most establishments will have a favor- 
ite variety for forcing and if this has proved itself worthy 
of the place entrusted to it continue to grow it with a 
few try-outs. These latter are always interesting if not 
always profitable. With us Marshall is a prime favorite. 

Have sufficient three-inch pots clean and also enough 
soil sifted through the half-inch sieve. It is essential 
the pots be clean, so they will turn out good at the time 
of potting up. The soil is not so particular—anything 
sweet the plants will root into freely. Young plants 
* that have not fruited this year will be found to possess 
the strongest runners, which should always be selected 
for pot work. The best method of procedure is to clean 
the stock plants first, remove all weeds, bad leaves and 
also any runners that are too old. It is useless to put in 
any that are dry and hard. Those remaining should be 
drawn to one side of the plant so that the small pots can 
be placed close together to facilitate watering and also 
to, in some degree, prevent a rapid drying out. Those 
pots that are unfortunate enough to be on the outside 
can have some soil or straw mulch that has been on the 
bed drawn up around them which will help to keep them 
evenly moist with the others. The work itself is easy 
after all the preparatory work is done. Have the pots 
placed in position, select the layer for each one, remove 
any more plants that may be on the same wire, (or rhi- 
zome) see that this wire will reach to the bottom of the 
pot, leaving the crown of the plant to be level with the 
top of the soil. Fill in the soil on top of the wire 
which will keep it in position until such time as the 
roots push out to perform their duties. See that the 
pots are stood level to retain the water which must be 


given them inanatie to ag cae the soil moist for the 
roots to grow into. When the pots are nicely filled with 
roots cut the wire and transfer them to a convenient 
place to await the final potting. 
Rivers Orange Nectarine 
When we are confronted with the problem of selecting 
varieties to do us service, whether it be to replace old 


and wornout stock, additional pot-trees or the planting 
of a new house there will generally creep in one or two 
of some variety which we have a personal liking for in 
addition to what might be called its face value. After 
weighing up the merits and demerits of most of the 
varieties of nectarines grown, Rivers’ Orange always 
finds a warm spot on account of its flavor. It is differ- 
ent from most of the others; the fruit is inclined to be 
small when compared with such varieties as Early 
Rivers or Newton but the eating is not to be surpassed 
if my palate could judge. Others may not be of the 
same opinion yet no one to my knowledge has ever 
turned it down. Those who are not acquainted with 
this variety will do well to “get next to it” as it is a most 
delightful thing and something different from the 
general run of things when you talk of flavor. It is 
described by the raisers, Messrs. T. Rivers & Son, as 
medium in size, melting, with the rich saccharine flavor 
of its parent, Pitmaston Orange. 


Do It Now 


To speak of ordering stock for next fall or winter 
delivery may at first glance appear to be away ahead of 
time but think it over. Some of the crops are already 
gone, those remaining can be gauged very well as to 
what the actual results will be. Trees not giving satis- 
faction are best replaced. It so happens that once in 
a while a tree does not come up to its reputation, or a 
singularity may be that a certain variety refuses to grow 
as it ought to do. These and other conditions can be 
taken into consideration and the order placed at once 
thus ensuring a sure delivery or an early notification 
that the particular size and quality you require are not 
in stock. Orders are generally filled in rotation as they 
are received,—see what it means to have stock selected 
before it has done growing. Horticutture is willing 
to assist anyone in making selections, being governed by 
the performances and crops of said varieties growing 
under glass in America.

Mulch for the Outside Roses 


With the real hot summer weather here, and the sun’s 
hot rays bearing down upon the earth almost perpen- 
dicular, it stands to reason that the tender rootlets of all 
the roses ought to have protection of some kind that will 
keep the soil cool and help hold the moisture so that 
when the plants are watered once every two or three days 
no trouble will be experienced in keeping the plants wet. 
If good blooms are wanted on all the outside roses, use 
a little bonemeal around the plants first after which a 
coat of good manure can be applied, this to be followed 
by a mulch of hay, or any coarse material that may 
happen to be available. 


Weeds Around the Place 


Never tolerate tall weeds all around. These not only 
make the place look unsightly, but are a nuisance. Never 
allow any weeds on your property to go to seed if you 
can help it. Not only will your place look much bet- 
ter, but you will find that you will have less and less of 
weeds as the years go by. Of course your neighbors may 
be careless and let their gardens all go to weeds, but that 
excuses no one at all for neglecting his own grounds. 
Cut all the weeds and burn them.

Painting 
If this is not under way as yet, be sure to make the 
preparation and surprise the houses with a coat of nice 


paint this summer. The best time to do it is right — 





after the houses are planted. It is then that the least 
water is used around the houses, and they are drier then 
than at any other time of the year. The paint will also 
dry much better and but little if any drier will be 
required to set the paint. So much the better for the 
more linseed oil and the less of other liquids in the 
paint it will wear better. Be sure to sandpaper all the 
rough places, and to scrape all the old loose paint away, 
for if this is left on the new coat will soon come off with 
the old. 
Putty 


Do not be afraid to use plenty of putty and have the 
houses tight for the coming season. It is all very well to 
say they grow just as well. Two places were built right 
across the street from one another about twenty years 
ago. One was painted through every two years, and the 
other never painted right in the first place. Now the 
latter is all ready for the junk heap, while the former 
is as good as new, with little repairing. Now then, does 
it pay to paint? Or does it pay to do anything? 


The Sun and the Pots 


Do not allow your pots to be stacked up on the south 
side of the greenhouse, where the sun will be baking 
them as hard as iron. Pots that are very hard are very 
easily broken for they loose their elasticity, and become 
very brittle. Keep them in the shade as much as possi- 
ble, until the planting is over when they can be washed 
and put away properly. 














FUMIGATING AND SPRAYING 
CHRYSANTHEMUMS.

Dear Sir:—To settle an argument, will 
you please inform me whether you think 
that two hours is sufficiently long enough 
to leave fumigation in a ‘mum house, 
making the same strong; or the ordinary 
and leaving the house closed all night; 
also what time of day you advise for 
speeying? We look to you to put the 
finish to our controversy, as we are all 
young and consequently “know-it-all.”

When we enter into this argument 
we have to consider that the chry- 
santhemum is a cool-blooded and air- 
loving subject, so to close the house 
up all night is entirely wrong, as it 
only tends to create a superabundance 
of heat and moisture in the atmos- 
phere of the house which is very detri- 
mental to this class of plants. Chry- 
santhemums, at this season of the 
year, should have all the ventilation 
possible, both night and day. When 
fumigating it is never wise or sane to 
think of making one strong fumiga- 
tion in order to kill the pests, as this 
is bound to work injury to the plants. 
The experienced grower’s way is to 
start when the sun is off his plants 
and leave the house shut up for about 
three hours, after which he puts on 
ventilation. After using an ordinary 
fumigation, if he finds they are not 
all killed he gives them another dose 


the following night, which generally 
completes their destruction. By fol- 
lowing up these light fumigations 
once in every ten days you will be 
able to keep your plants clean. Spray- 
ing or syringing can be done two or 
three times a day, but doing the last 
one about 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
so the plants will have time to dry 
before night. As fall approaches you 
can cut this down to one in the morn- 
ing. Syringing should only be done 
on bright days and when the flowers 
show color it should be discontinued 
altogether.

DISEASE OF PANSIES. 


Mr. John J. M. Farrell. 

Dear Sir:—We are losing hundreds of 
pansy plants like the enclosed. Can you 
tell me the trouble and give remedy?

In answer to the foregoing inquiry, 
judging by the appearance of the sam- 
ple of pansy sent, I should say that 
they are suffering from some of the 
species of fungi common to most 
plants. Without further particulars 
as to the mode of cultivation, etc., it 
would be hard to give a definite rem- 
edy, as such diseases can be brought 
on by a number of causes. It may be 
that your plants are planted in an un- 
congenial soil, which gives the roots 


a check to such an extent that they 
cannot take up the required nourish- 
ment to keep them in a healthy state. 
if such is the case it would be impos- 
sible to help them out. The only 
thing to do would be to avoid using 
the same piece of soil a second time. 
For pansies to do their best, new 
ground should be used often or in ro- 
tation with some other crop that had 
different food requirements. 

the disease is brought on by other 
causes it can be stopped by spraying 
with some good fungicide and there 
is nothing better than the ammonical 
copper carbonate solution, which can 
be made as follows: Copper carbon- 
ate, one ounce; pure ammonia, one 
pint; put in a bottle and allowed to 
dissolve. This can be used from one 
ounce to one ounce and a half, to a 
gallon of water. Spray about every 
ten days. Fungicides, in the treat- 
ment of fungous diseases of plants, 
are as a rule preventive remedies, and 
their successful use depends very 
largely on early and repeated applica- 
tions, By attending to all conditions 
that are sure to produce a healthy 
growth, such as avoiding overdryness 
at the roots, careful waterings and 
keeping your plants clean of all de- 
caying matter, etc., you should soon 
overcome this trouble.

After the close of the 
show president A. S. Michell of the 
Horticultural Society invited the 
visitors and a number of local gard- 
eners to the Bellevue Hotel where an 
excellent dinner was in _ readiness 
which was generously provided for by 
Mrs. W. S. Wells a member of the 
Garden Association. 

After dinner had been done justice 
to President Meikle opened the speech- 
making session with appropriate re- 
marks and calling on Mr. Manda as 
the first speaker, who responded with 
a spicy account of his experiences as 
manager of the show. Other speakers

AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF NUR- 
SERYMEN. 


J. B. Pilkington, of Portland, Ore- 
gon, will be president of the Amer- 
ican Association of Nurserymen for 
the coming year. He was unanimously 
elected at the closing session of the an- 
nual convention at Portland, June 20. 

While Mr. Pilkington was not an 
active candidate for the honor, the 
sentiment of the convention early 
swung his way and his election was a 
tribute to his service as a member of 
the association of many years’ stand- 
ing, who had always taken an active 
part in promoting its best interests. 
Mr. Pilkington is credited with having 
not only brought the convention of 
the American Association to Portland 
this year, but with having persuaded 
the Pacific Coast Association to hold 
its convention at the same time and 
place, thus making possible the unity 
of action that characterized the joint 
conventions. It was the first time that 
the American Association had ever 
met west of the Rocky Mountains and 
the first time that it had ever met in 
joint session with the Pacific Coast 
Association, next to it the most im- 
portant organization of nurserymen 
in the country. 

Mr. Pilkington succeeds Thomas B. 
Meehan, of Dresher, Pa, who had 
some supporters for re-election. Mr. 
Meehan was not an active candidate 
and his friends joined in making Mr. 
Pilkington’s nomination and election 
unanimous when the strong sentiment 
in his favor became apparent. 

A tribute to the years of faithful 
service of Secretary John Hall, of 
Rochester, N. Y., was rendered by his 
re-election without opposition. Other 
officials elected are: Vice-President 
Henry B. Chase, of Chase, Ala.; Treas- 
urer, Peter Youngers, Geneva, Neb.; 
Executive Committee, three-year term, 
Thomas B. Meehan, Dresher, Pa.; two- 
year term, J. H. Dayton, Painesville, 
Ohio; one-year term, P. A. Dix, Roy, 
Utah. 

Cleveland was unanimously selected 
as the 1914 meeting place, and it was 
decided to hold the convention the last 
week in June, because it will be easier 
for delegates to leave their nurseries 
at that time than earlier in the month. 

San Francisco will make a fight for 
the 1915 convention, and to pave the 
way for the contest that city with- 
drew as a candidate for the 1914 meet- 
ing, which was also wanted by Ni- 
agara Falls, Cedar Point, Ia., New Or- 
leans and Milwaukee. ; 

An amusing feature of yesterday’s 
session occurred when Secretary Hall, 
in reading the names of members who 
had died since the previous meeting, 
pronounced that of John C. Chase, of 
Derry, N. H. The delegates rose in 
token of respect for the dead, and just 
as they were sitting down again, Mr. 
Chase, who had disrespectfully re- 
mained seated, arose and denied his 
demise. He declared that he was 
present in the flesh, and that the 
Chase who had passed on was his cou- 
sin, Benjamin Chase, with whom he 
had always been associated in busi- 
ness. A stenographer’s error in trans- 
cribing the names was responsible for 
the mistake.—Portland Oregonian.

SHOW. 
The annual sweet pea show of the 
Pennsylvania Horticultural Society 


was held on June 26th. There was a 
very creditable exhibition in the com- 
petitive classes. The premier display 
was put up by Wm. Comfort, gardener 
for C. H. Clark, Jr. They were the 
best grown and most perfect flowers 
in the competitive classes. His collec- 
tion included among others, the fol- 
lowing popular varieties: Ramona, 
blush; Etta Dyke, snow white; Master 
piece, pale mauve; Queen Victoria; 


othello, maroon; Tennant, deep 
mauve; America, pink and white 
striped. Other growers who distin- 


guished themselves in the competitive 
classes were R. Abernethy, gardener 
for Thos. McKean; Axel Lindroth, 
gardener for Rudulph Ellis; Thos. 
Roberts, gardener for Hon. Edward 


D. Morrell; Charles Weyand, gardener 
for G. H. McFadden, Jr.; Hugh Scott, 
gardener to W. W. Frazier; Joseph 


Hurly, and David Aiken. 

In the non-competitive department 
the banner show was put up by Bur- 
pee under the superintendence of that 
veteran sweet-pea expert George W. 
Kerr. About two hundred vases were 
staged and although the date was a 
little late for Fordhook at its best, 
the showing was magnificient. Seven 
first class certificates were granted 
new varieties also a special award for 
the exhibit as a whole. Among the 
varieties certificated were the follow- 
ing: King White, one of the greatest 
whites since Dorothy Eckford; always 
four to the stem when in good form; 
will be sent out in 1914; Illuminator, 


a brilliant orange scarlet, very 
pure self, immense in size, and 
perfection in form, will be sent 
out in 1914; Wedgewood, azure 
blue a very beautiful variety; Flora- 
dale dairy, a new yellow seedling 
raised at Lompoc, California, will 


not be sent out for some time; 
when at its best produces a large 
number of duplex flowers, remark- 
able also for its wavy standard. No 
other variety has this feature so pro- 
nounced; Orchid, probably the finest 
mauve in cultivation. Was sent out 
1913 and has proved universally popu- 
lar, throws a very large proportion of 
4-flower sprays, no variety extant 
more free fiowering; Frank Cart- 
wright, a softer shade of salmon rose 
than Illuminator, a most beautiful 
variety; Burpee’s New Giant Mauve, a 
lighter shade than Orchid described 
above.

Dutch and French Bulb Prospects.

The flower business of 
BOSTON this section is down to 
lowest ebb—probably the 
dullest week of the year.

tra business, it was noticed the past 


week. There were rose festivals, wed- 
dings, school commencement work and 
other social entertainments, and all 
helped to consume a quantity of flow- 
ers. There was no shortage of roses, 
except possibly good Beauties, though 
the grand new Milady has taken its 
place as a leader among hot weather 
red roses and the demand was good 
with about enough to supply the de- 
mand. Good carnations sold well and 
there is still some good stock received. 
Plenty of lily of the valley, orchids, 
sweet peas, and also some excellent 
peonies. At the time of mailing re- 
port, candidum lilies are in heavy sup- 
ply. The indoor lily glut has about 
passed. Prices are back to normal.

been a decided call for these flowers 
for graduation bouquets. The heat of 
the past week has caused an influx of 
roses in a full open condition, with the 
result that there has been a drop in 
quality and prices. There are some 
good American Beauty roses. Carna- 
tions are fast going out of crop; they 
are very soft and quality poor. Easter 
lilies are very scarce and the same 
with callas. Lily of the valley is very 
choice and plenty of it. Rambler roses 
are in blossom, and also some good 
gladioli which are disposed of quite 
readily. 





Last week’s story of 
NEW YORK the market situation 
will fit for the pres- 
ent very nicely. The low tide limit 
has been reached and it is impossible 
to go lower. Growers have thrown 
out their old stock quite generally 
within the past few days and there is 
this one satisfaction to the wholesale 
dealers that they are not encumbered 
any longer with a lot of material for 
which no market exists. From now 
on the receipts will be very small for 
a time and the buyer will have to 
take what he can get and be thank- 
ful. It is to be expected that prices 
will now swing back to a normal 
range. What little stock is being sent 
in shows the enervating effect of the 
hot weather. 
Conditions in this 
PHILADELPHIA market re about 
as good as could 
be expected for this season of the 
year, there having been a pretty good 
clean-up last week and no slashing of 
prices as was the case for several 
weeks previous. The receipts of roses 
were considerably less. The business 
in these was less also but not so 
much so as the receipts. The best 
American Beauties are now coming in 
from Eastern points and bring from 
25 to 30 per cent. more than the locals. 
Maryland is, as usual, in the lead as 
the best summer rose in pinks. Rich- 
mond very much on the wane. Kaiserin 
and White Killarney are good and 
slightly higher in price, as the re- 
ceipts have not kept pace with the de- 
mand. Mrs. Taft is holding the pace 
better than ever as a popular summer 
rose. There are still some Rambler 
sprays around, although they are all 
past locally. Carnations seem to have 
improved during the past ten days, 
both in quantity and quality, and com-

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BRITISH HORTICULTURE. 
A New Government Departure. 


For many years widespread dissatis- 
faction has been felt amongst those 
associated with commercial horticul- 
ture that so little has been done 
by the state to further an impor- 
tant industry, compared with what 
is done by colonial governments. 
The fruit growers, nurserymen and 
market gardeners have been heav- 
ily assessed for rates and taxes, 
but they have received no com- 
pensating advantages from govern: 
ment aid. The recent establishment 
-of a department of the Board of Agri- 
culture to deal solely with horticul- 
tural matters has been welcomed by 
many leading specialists in this par- 
ticular branch. Another encouraging 
step in the right direction is the ap- 
pointment of a Parliamentary Com- 
mittee by the Royal Horticultural So- 
clety. The committee will be able to 
represent the interests of the com- 
mercial section in any matters which 
are brought to the notice of the horti- 
cultural department of the Board of 
Agriculture. Several of the most in- 
fluential men in the trade are assisting 
and there is every indication that the 
new department will prove of great 
advantage in focussing the require- 
ments of the numerous commercial 
growers of Great Britain. 


Flowering Carnation 
Society.
